If the rotor wtebro to scratch the ballot be 
fleet res to vote he will oraae the name of tbe candidate he 
floe* not wish to vote for, and write immediately under the 
name of the candidate he doe* wish to rote for 
If tbe voter spoil* a ballot ba mast return it to lbs pell 
rka emd wwty get aitofhar He must oat destroy it. 

“ 50 . If at any time during tbe election any qualified vot¬ 
er ahall make affidavit (before a eommtoeioner of election) 
that any perenn who baa voted ie ap Illegal voter in rneh 
precinct, the person accoaed shell at once be arrroted by 
any constable or other person designated by the election 
OOnuniMioDcrs to make tho arrest, and by him delivered to 
etril authorities. Any person desiring to make such affida¬ 
vit (ball bo admitted to tho election room for that purpose. 
Immediately after the close of tbe election the coiutniroioti¬ 
er* of election shall deliver sue!) affidavit to some justice of 
tbe peace in the magisterial district, who shall proceed 
thereon aa if the affidavit had been made before him." 

“ 09 . Any person Who shall remote or attempt to remote
